The Wotan Gang 

Once again Searchlight produces evidence of the activities of those 
who seek to work in the twilight, modelling themselves with all 
the elaborate trimmings, on Hitler’s SS. Even the choice of name 
for the organisation is rooted in the Norse mysticism that plays 
such an important part in the creed of National Socialism. 

If those involved in Wotan were just a bunch of cranks running 
around the countryside, which many may think them to be, one 
could dismiss them with bemused disdain and the contempt their 
warped minds deserve. 

But when the play acting turns into reality it is time to demand 
action in order to protect the life and property of those they select 
as victims. 


A Foolish Quarrel 

The National Front have thrown caution to the wind and openly 
proclaimed their anti-Semitism. Their press statement and pamphlet 
Taking the lid off the Anti-Nazi League oozed the classic Nazi 
theory of the International Jewish Conspiracy. 

According to Lindsey Mackie in the Guardian October 24, 
Martin Webster at his London press conference at last dropped all 
pretence and was quite specific in his references to Jews. 

This of course is nothing new to readers of Searchlight. For two 
years or more we have shown in a series of articles, and in the 
regular feature ‘What their papers say’, the steady increase in the 
NFs anti-semitism. We have shown the way in which the Front 
works on two levels; the first and most familiar being its public 
outpouring of propaganda material that is anti-Black and Asian, 
accompanied by a call for repatriation, the other showing the 
ideological kernel of their beliefs but tucked away in the journal 
Spearhead, reflecting the classic theories of anti-Semitism. 

The more open anti-Jewish stance of the Front and their turn to 
violence, follows in the wake of their electoral setbacks (the latest 
examples come from council bye-elections in the Black Country — 
Tipton 1.33% and Tantany, West Bromwich 2.24%) and the 
greater level of media exposures in recent months. 

In the face of mounting attacks against the Jewish community 
both ideologically and physically, we have the amazing sight of 
the Jewish Board of Deputies launching an attack on the Anti- 
Nazi League with all the fervour of Kamikaze pilots. 

No one would suggest for a moment that the ANL is above 
criticism, but to fail to understand the necessity of building a 
broad united alliance against a common enemy is truly incredible. 

Within days of the showing of Holocaust on television there 
were a series of attacks on the Jewish community, which some 
Jewish leaders tried to hush up. It was as though they were watching 
a time capsul re-run of the 1930s, in the form of a flickering old 
movie, with a grim determination to repeat every mistake of that 
era. 

Similarly claims that the Board of Deputies were conducting 
the campaign almost on their own three or four years ago, are 
not strictly accurate and can only irritate those, who in their 
local anti-racist committees, were slogging away distributing the 
thousands of excellent leaflets produced by the Board. Leicester 
is a classic example of the very valuable work done at local level 
prior to the formation of the Anti-Nazi League. 

There is room for differing views amongst the many diverse 
organisations combating the Front and other racialist organisations. 
But there can be very little room for the folly of undermining an 
anti-racist movement that has succeeded in mobilising some 
350,000 people in a series of peaceful events within the last six 
months, in various parts of the country.

Since November 1976 Searchlight has been monitor- 
ing the activities of a clandestine para-military Nazi 
group called SS Wotan 18. When we first heard of 
the organisation there were many puzzling features, 
not least their desire to ‘‘leak’’ information, which 
led us to believe that they had possibly been set up 
as a diversion by the main National Socialist co- 
ordinating organisation, Column 88 (see Searchlight 
35). But like Frankenstein’s creation it seems to 
have evolved a life and momentum of its own. 

In November 1976 a number of approaches were 
made offering information and documents about 
the activities of a Nazi para-military organisation 
functioning on a national basis. The first of these 
approaches were made in the Manchester area, one 
to a journalist working for Granada and the other 
to someone active in the labour movement. 

The journalist was contacted following the 
showing of the Granada programme on Kingsley 
Read and the National Party in Blackburn, and 
told that there was information available of “even 
more sinister activities’ in the area. A meeting 
was arranged in a Manchester pub where the 
informant, wearing a combat jacket and a military 
style hat, told a story of trips to a large house in 
the country where they were given lectures by 
“military types”, weapons practice, drill and 
“briefings”. He also mentioned that Kingsley Read, 
then leader of the National Party, Eddie Morrison, 
leader of the British National Party, and Michael 
Noonan, former head of the British Movement’s 
Leader Guard, were connected with the organisation 
SS Wotan in one capacity or another. 

He finally departed after about an hour and was 
eventually seen leaving the car park in an Austin 
1100 with the words: SS WOTAN 18 Staff Car, 
stencilled on the side in white paint. It was later 
discovered that the mysterious man was called 
Dave Wilson of 48, Alexander Road South, Whally 
Range, Manchester. 

Similar information was also passed on by Wilson 
to the person active in the labour movement, who 
decided to contact Searchlight in order to check its 
authenticity. On both occasions Wilson claimed to 
have “infiltrated” SS Wotan and offered to work 
on behalf of those he had contacted. 

At about the same time that Wilson was making 
his approaches, Searchlight received a cutting from 
the Harrogate Advertiser of a letter from an 
organisation called the Harrogate Committee 
Against Fascism signed by Primrose Knight. 


Apart from the fact that hardly anyone in the area 
had heard of the committee, the letter was of 
interest because we were not exactly unaware of 
the past activities of Primrose and her husband 
John Knight. We decided to make further enquiries 
about their current involvements in the Yorkshire 
area. 

In January 1977 we received a letter from 
Primrose Knight expressing interest in Searchlight 
and offering to promote it in her area. A week 
later, following an article in Searchlight, the 
American Indian Movement (AIM) representative 
in Britain also received a letter from her offering 
assistance and claiming that she was a member 
of the Harrogate Women’s Liberation Group.

The last time we heard of the Knight’s political 
activities was in the days of Colin Jordan’s National 
Socialist Movement (NSM), when they ran the 
office at Princedale Road, London and as events 
will show, they are still dedicated Nazis. 

In March 1977 we received a further letter and 
since we were now sure of our facts we replied, 
telling her that we knew who she was and pointing 
out that she was conveniently living near to her 
former fuhrer, Jordan, and Andrew Brons, a 
prominent member of the National Front who in 
his earlier days was a member of the NSM. 

A month later we received a reply in which 
Primrose Knight claimed amongst other things to 
have become a member of the Socialist Workers 
Party. 

Alongside the approach from the Knight’s we 
also received a letter from a man calling himself 
Peter Klugmann who claimed to be half German, 
and living in the same house as someone connected 
with a new clandestine Nazi organisation. (The 
address he gave was “coincidently” 48, Alexander 
Road South, Manchester). They were, he wrote, 
a dangerous and fanatical group with strong internal 
discipline, called Wotan. Our reply to Klugmann 
questioning the authorship of some of the docu- 
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ments he had sent to use, interestingly enough, 
ultimately turned up in Harrogate at the Knight’s. 

It also seemed to be more than just a coincidence 
that Klugmann, like Wilson, was asking for advice 
on how to conduct his activities, and at the same 
time “‘offering”’ his services. 

By this time it became apparent that there was 
such an eagerness to ensure that information 
leaked out, that it became necessary to ask the 
reason why. Particularly when it was learned that 
following the cautionary position taken by all 
those so far approached, contacts were made 
with a Sunday paper, who apparently interviewed a 
number of those involved in Wotan. 


The paper concerned and Searchlight also 
received lengthy correspondance from John Knight 
claiming that his wife, Primrose, had been ‘‘in- 
duced” to leave him by a member of Wotan and 
she was now at the home of Ronald Graham in 
Darwen, Lancs, who he claimed was not only an 
ardent Nazi but also a satanist holding his wife 
under “spiritual duress”. Knight also claimed to 
have been drugged over a long period by members 
of Wotan, including his wife, because he had 
“accidentally” discovered what was going on. 

At that stage all the evidence seemed to point to 
the conclusion that the Wotan operation had all 
the hallmarks of a red-herring, and that seemed to 
be the general concensus of all those contacted. 
Klugmann suddenly disappeared from view when 
we replied to one of his letters suggesting a visit to 
our office and requesting that he bring with him 
means of identification. 

Within a few months however Searchlight 
received information from other more reliable 
sources, which together with additional documen- 
tation put a new light on events. 

We learned that “‘manoeuvres and exercises” 
had taken place on the Derby Dales in the vicinity 
it was claimed, of some wartime aircraft wrecks 
and that there was also talk about “‘serious opera- 
tions” in the near future. A copy of a document 
purporting to show the operational company 
strength of Wotan, along with code names for some 
of the units, was sent to the Searchlight office 
anonymously. It was to prove an interesting piece 
of information as events in August 1977 were to 
show. 

This particular document was accompanied by a 
Signal Corps Message Form, which would seem to 
indicate that someone in Wotan had access to 
them, perhaps through being a member of the 
TAVR (Territorial Army Volunteer Reserve). 

There was a further document in German 
which was apparently in answer to a letter 
requesting recognition of Wotan as a national 
socialist organisation by the international Nazi 
movement. Their contact for this correspondence 
was called Kreishoeffer. 

Two weeks after the successful counter-demon- 
stration against the National Front at Lewisham 
there were a number of firebomb and parcel bomb

Seriously, though, I realise it will be practically impossible 
now to establish our bona fides. ‘lhe few who knew what was 
happening ten years ago are either dead or emigrated. The SWP 
Harrorate Branch, of which I am a member, seem quite satisfied 
that we're on their side, but they aren't interested in fighting 
fascism with our unorthodox methods. So we go our own way again. 


But, as you said, we mijtht have an interesting correspondence. 
I enjoy writing letters. Don't take so long to reply to this one.

seem that the Knight’s, Wilson and a man called 
Carlton, set up a fund raising organisation for 
Wotan at a meeting at Wilson’s flat in Manchester, 
on April 12. The cover name for this money raiser 
was Strays Sanctuary, which would claim to be a 
rescue service for stray animals, but note the initials 
(SS), a choice that was anything but coincidental. 

Later in his letter Knight wrote of another 
meeting of Strays Sanctuary — a social function — 
that took place at Graham’s home in Darwen and 
adds rather naively: “I have only just realised that 
the party must (probably) have been on 20 April, 
the anniversary of Hitler’s birth”. There was no 
(probably) about it, for we knew the full story 
shortly after the Hitler birthday celebrations took 
place. We had reports that some of the participants 
wore uniform, and at least one man carried a 
pistol in a shoulder holster. We also received the 
description of a very large well built man who 
walked with a limp, a description that certainly 
matches John Knight. 

Earlier in this article we referred to the claim of 
the Knight’s to be out of favour with Colin Jordan 
and to have had nothing to do with him since 
1967, but amongst the documents we received 
from him was a transcript of a statement he claims 
to have made to Sgt. Chadwick at Harrogate Police 
Station concerning a conversation with a man from 
Turn near Burnley, S Triplow. 

“At approximately 11.30 or 11.45 pm on 
Thursday 18 August 1977 I received a phone call 
from someone calling himself Mr S. Triplow. I said 
I did not know him and he replied ‘You know me 
— the Turn Tearaway’. I said that did not mean 
anything to me and he said that we had met on 
April 20 1972 at Colin Jordan’s.” 

As Knight has already pointed out that particular 
date happens to be someones birthday. A date 
when “like minded people” give vent to their 
feelings and toast their departed Fuhrer and 1972, 
even without a calculator, is five years later than 
his last admitted meeting with Jordan. 

The next development took place in 1978 when 
the Anti Nazi League, Searchlight and Granada 
started to receive ’phone calls from a man using 
the code name ‘Ken the Poacher’. He, like the 
earlier informants, was offering information on 
Wotan’s activities, claiming to be its London 
Commander. 

Following his second call to Searchlight Klug- 
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mann suddenly surfaced again and it was obvious 
that he had done so following discussions with the 
‘Poacher’. We arranged for him to phone back in 
three days time and when he did so taped his voice. 
As a result of checks we made we were able to 
firmly establish what we had thought for some 
time, Klugmann and Wilson were the same person. 

After further calls ‘Ken the Poacher’ arranged a 
meeting where he had planned to have a reception 
committee waiting but things didn’t quite go as he 
had planned and as a consequence he was badly 
shaken. During the discussions that subsequently 
took place he revealed, both verbally and in 
documentation, more insight into Wotan. 

He claimed that Wilson alias Klugmann was 
working under the code name Cromwell in Wotan 
and that some members of the Wotan groups had 
been responsible for daubings, desecrations and 
letter bombs. Pressed further he said that Wilson 
and Michael Noonan were Wotan commanders, but 
they in turn had contact with Column 88 and that 
a number of Wotan members had been promised 
possible membership of Column 88 if their conduct 
and discipline was up to standard. 

The Poacher claimed that he had been respon- 
sible, along with a former National Front member 
called Jim Burgess, for damage to a North West 
London Synagogue, and that the Wembley branch 
of the NF were aware of both their connections 
and activities. He also said that a prominent 
member of Wotan in the Manchester area had 
burned one of his arms whilst trying to assemble a 
letter bomb. 

He also suggested that Leslie (Lutz) Vaughan, 
reputed to be a top intelligence officer in Column 
88, was not now in Rome most of the time, as 
many people had been led to believe, but was still

Amongst the documents handed over was a list 
that included modern sophisticated weapons along 
with the purchasing prices, which he claimed was 
the Wotan “shopping list”’. 

Shortly after these revelations the Poacher got 
himself snared by members of the anti-terrorist 
squad and was charged with possession of ammu- 
nition. He joined a steadily growing list of Wotan 
and National Front members who were falling into 
the anti-terrorist squad net as they attempted to 
trawl in the letter bombers. 

His information tied in with a copy of a letter 
from John Knight to the Commanding Officer, 
Army Apprentice College, Harrogate dated 10 
June, in which he gives detailed information of 
an organised break-in (in which he participated) 
through the camp’s perimeter wires. 

“As far as I can recall the details, Graham, 
together with David Wilson were dressed in standard 
combat uniform. Wilson was carrying a machette, 
which he used to break through your perimeter 
wire, approximately where it makes a right angle 
from the road, a hundred yards or so past the camp 
cinema and in the vicinity of the water tower. 

“He and Graham were gone for about 45 minutes, 
during which time they later claimed to have 
identified the armoury and circumnavigated the 
perimeter of the camp, finally passing out by the 
guard room. One of them also described the 
armoury alarm system, but I cannot now recall the 
details.” 

This was obviously the description of a scouting 
mission but Knight excuses his part by claiming 
that he was “‘drugged” and hardly aware what 
was going on. 

Despite this fact however no one has to date 
been actually charged with sending any of the 
letter bombs. Those so far detained face charges 
ranging from being in possession of tear gas guns 
to possession of explosives. 

We may well have discounted all of the material 
that had come into our possession, but the most 
disturbing aspect was the claims by the 11th Hour 
Brigade for some of the bombings. Particularly 
since they were listed as an operational group on a 
document in our possession. 

The tendency is to dismiss everything connected 
with Wotan as the work of ‘“‘nut cases” as we did 
originally, but ‘“‘nut cases’’ can do crazy dangerous 
things if motivated. 

Whilst Column 88 may have won themselves a 
certain amount of breathing space by helping to 
set up and encourage SS Wotan 18, they have also 
created a number of problems of control because 
of the inadequacies of some of those involved. 

Wotan is a story steeped in the dark recesses of 
Nazi mythology, of unbalanced people trying to 
turn that mythology into a reality. It is small, 
involving a handful of people, but they can maim 
and probably kill and they should be stamped out 
immediately. 
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_ New Dangers for 
Democracy in Portugal 
The present crisis in Portugal has once more raised 
the hopes of the supporters of the fascist Salazar 
regime for a return to power. They may be pre- 
mature in their calculations, but they have power- 
ful international backing and they are re-organising 
abroad to plan the overthrow of the democratic 
forces in Portugal. 

It could well be that the supporters of the 
former fascist regime may see their return to power 
through one of the existing parties of the Right, 
but whatever the vehicle their campaign is well 
under way and it will take the unity of the Portu- 
gese people and the vigilance of their friends to 
ensure that Portugal does not return to fascism 
whatever its guise. 

On April 11 1977 the Portuguese government 
closed down the financial corporation CEFIL for 
being involved in the illegal import and export of 
currency and for its role in preventing the money 
from emigrants entering Portugal, acts that were 
very detrimental to the economy. 

CEFIL’s London subsidiary, Kendall & Dent, 
has been accused of being actively involved in 
supporting the work of the pro-fascists amongst 
the Portugese immigrants in Britain, and it has 
been claimed by Portugese anti-fascists that they 
have. been behind the distribution of anonymous 
leaflets amongst the Portuguese community. It is 
also claimed that Kendall & Dent had access to the 
list of users of the Abreu Travel Agency in London. 


In June ’77 Joao Perestreto, the owner of 
CEFIL, organised a concert at the Victoria Palace 
Theatre. Fado, a group of pro-Salazar artists, were 
the main attraction and amongst those present 
were: 


Kaulza D’Arriaga, formerly an “‘opposition’’ 
(of the Right) leader to Salazar and now head of 
the fascist organisation MIRN (Movement for 
National Reconstruction). 

Galvao de Melo, the self proclaimed leader of 
the former settlers from Mozambique and 
Angola. 

Silvino Marques the former governor of Mozam- 
bique. 

Franco Noguerria who was at one time seen as 
the successor to Salazar. 

Jorge Jardim and Vera Lagoa extreme right 
wing journalists. 


In addition there were representatives from most 
of the fascist and extreme-right organisations in 
Portugal. 

Since that particular event took place a new 
umbrella organisation has emerged to co-ordinate 
all extreme-right wing activity. It is called the 
Institute of Portugese Studies, which is led by 
Silverio Silven Marques and includes amongst its 
members Valdez Dos Santos and other represen- 
tatives from MIRN, representatives from the 
PDC, whose General Secretary is the director of 
‘Economy and Finance’. 

Others reputed to be linked with the Institute 
are the Duke of Braganca and the fascist Ariano 
Moreira. According to the paper Expresso (17.6.78) 
the Institute is funded by the Bavarian right wing 
party, the CSU, led by Franza Josef Strauss. 





East Anglian Tories Investigate Councillors 
_ NF Connections 


Coun. Edgar Griffin, a Conservative member of the 
Waveney Council, faces an investigation by his 
party over allegations of his associations with the 
National Front after admitting he has attended at 
least two of their meetings. 

The decision to hold the investigation followed 
the distribution of a leaflet by the Anti Nazi 
League claiming that Coun. Griffin, a former 
member of the right-wing Monday Club, was 
“keenly involved with the National Front and had 
attended its meetings’. He was according to the 
leaflet, “proud of his connections with this sordid 
Nazi party”. 

In an interview with the East Anglian Daily 
Times Coun. Griffin denied that he is a supporter 
of the NF, he said he would describe himself as a 
hard line Tory and that going to Front meetings 
had no significance. 

He was quoted as saying: “I am as much opposed 
to them as the Liberal and Labour parties. I have 
attended two Front meetings but there is nothing 
unusual in that. I will go to any democratic political 
meeting”’. 
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Coun. Griffin’s daughter Susan was a candidate 
for the National Front in a Suffolk County Council 
election, and hisson Nicholas is a national organiser 
for the Young National Front.

FRONT THUGGERY IN FOLKESTONE 





A foretaste of National Front democracy was had 
by the people of South Kent recently when the 
Front held a meeting in Folkestone Town Hall. 

One man who tried to question the NF policy of 
repatriation was told, “We don’t accept questions 
from animals’’. 

When he pulled a Union Jack from the wall 
protesting that the NF were soiling his country’s 
flag, he was pushed to the ground and held down 
while others kicked and punched him. 

Four other protesters were cornered by NF 
‘heavies’ brandishing chairs, and were only saved 
when the police rushed in. 

When the police came in, the NF organiser 
David Smith yelled at them to keep out, saying, 
“This is a private meeting and we have not asked 
you to come in”’. 

Two students who wandered into the meeting 
out of idle interest were punched, one of them in 
the mouth, when they moved over to see what the 
fighting was about. It was their view afterwards 
that the NF thugs at the meeting had used the 
disturbance as an excuse to “‘put the boot in’. 

Reporters and photographers from the local 
Press who were covering the meeting had to listen 





Povl Heinrich Riis-Knudsen, the leader of the 
Danish Nazi Party and the World Union of National 
Socialists representative in Europe, was arrested on 
September 12 along with his party secretary, Hans 
Christian Krog Pedersen, and charged under 
section 266b of the Danish penal code. This 
section of the penal code prohibits any expression 
of opinion that may be regarded as a threat, insult, 
or debasement of a group of people because of 
their religion, race, colour, or national or ethnic 
origin and carries a maximum sentence of 2 years 
jail. 

The police had obtained a warrant because the 
Nazi Party publishing company, DNSU, had been 
distributing the German newspaper Wille Und Weg 
which is so anti-Semitic and pro-Nazi that it is 
printed in Belgium rather than Germany. The 
warrant will also cover other literature that the 
DNSU distributes. 

In raids on the homes of the two Nazi leaders, 
and also the party headquarters in Aarhus, police 
seized tapes, gramaphone records and books, 
including the anti-Semitic works Talmud and 
Martin Luther and The Jews And Their Lies. 

. Riis-Knudsen was arrested at home just as he 
was leaving for the local high school where he 
works as a teacher. Pedersen, who is a doctor, was 
picked up at the hospital where he works in his 
operating gear. 

In Norway, high school teacher Olav Hoaas was 


to all kinds of abuse. One of them was told, “If 
you ever come to London I will cut your throat” 
and another was informed by one of the thugs that 
“If the police weren’t here I’d push your face into 
the ground”’. 

Next morning one of the protesters, who hap- 
pened to be the Labour Party press officer, received 
a death threat through his door, along with a copy 
of the Klansman, the KKK publication. 

To many people this might sound like one of 
Oswald Mosley’s meeting before the war. But 
this is 1978, and it was a meeting held by the 
Folkestone branch of the NF with their newly- 
selected Parliamentary candidate, Mark Lavine. He 
will be asking the people of Folkestone to vote for 
the National Front at the next election, as the 
“only party that can truly represent them”’. 

The reporter at the South Kent Gazette did a 
good job when he wrote ‘“‘Sycophants of Hitler and 
all of his evil and distorted beliefs, aired their foul 
views at Folkestone Town Hall on Friday night. 

“These Nazis — who claim that they are a 
democratic organisation — showed their true 
colours as ‘tolerant’ members of society.”

CULTS 
AND 


FASCIST 
TRADITIONS 


Magic runes, ley lines and ancient folklore are not 
only associated with hobbits or living on the land. 
There is a long-standing tradition of involvement of 
fascists and right wing nationalists with ancient 
Teutonic religions and Old English mythology. 
Cults such as Odinism still survive in Northern 
Europe, particularly among people with an 
obsession with the Nordic race. It was the religion 
of the group that became the Brownshirts in 
Germany in the 1920s and it is the religion of 
some members of the National Front and British 
Movement today. 

Odinism was originally a fierce warrior cult 
among certain Scandinavian tribes, which spread 
over Europe with the Vikings. It was a form of 
animism, a belief in a ‘divine spirit’, and followers 
were expected to perform rituals like sacrifice, 
immolation and fire worship. One of the main 
symbols was the sun, in the form of a disc or 
wheel. Today Odinism is seen by devotees as 
Britain’s indigenous paganism and central to the 
folk culture of Germanic people. They believe 
strongly in the “Divine Laws of Nature” and as one 
Odinist said, “The answer of Odinism is simple — a 
return to the heroic, idealistic philosophy of our 
race’’. 

This particular Odinist happens to be Bill 
Whitbread, writing in their publication The Raven 
Banner. Whitbread is a railway worker and a 
member of the British Movement. Writing in the 
same issue is Brian Baldwin, the prison officer at 
Strangeways, who is not only an ex-member of the 
British National Party and a sympathiser with the 
NF and BM, but has also been involved in Column 
88 exercises and muster camps. Sonia Hochfelder, 
a member of the League of St. George has also 
written for The Raven Banner. Another connection 
between. pagans and fascists in Paul Jarvis, founder

of Viking Youth, and responsible for advertisments 
in Spearhead, the NF journal, for Nationalist 
booklists. The pseudonym BM Thule appears in the 
address of both the booklists in Spearhead and the 
Viking Youth as it is advertised in The Raven 
Banner (see Searchlight Nos.34 and 35). 

The rituals involved in Odinism today range 
from “firing the sunwheel’’ at sunset, preferably 
on the site of anything pre-Christian, singing Nazi 
hymns round a campfire and various blood rites. 
At their marriage Francoise Dior and Colin Jordan 
performed a special ceremony of spilling blood 
over an open copy of Mein Kampf.

In the late 1950s and early 1960s these sorts of 
rituals used to take place frequently on the wood- 
land estate of Andrew Fountain in Norfolk. 
Fountain was at that time chairing the old British 
National Party and his guests included Colin 
Jordan and other Nazi sympathisers in the White 
Defence League, the BNP and later on, the National 
Socialist Movement. Fountain is better known 
today as one of the leading members of the NF. 

One man who had a great deal of influence on 
other people, especially John Tyndall when he was 
19 years old and at the height of his ‘‘youthful 
indiscretions” was Martin Greenslade. Greenslade 
was then one of a group known as the “terrible 
trio”” who were notorious for their violent attacks 
on anti-fascists. The other members were Alan 
Charman from South London and Peter Ling of 
Column 88 fame. 

Now Greenslade lives in East Anglia, and has 
been described by those initiated in circles like 
Column 88 as their Warlock or male witch, whose 
name was always mentioned with awe and fear. 
The man who taught them all Norse rituals and 





black magic, something that men in Hitler’s en- 
tourage were well-versed in, was Joseph Short, 
former synagogue arsonist, Student Organiser 
of the NF and associate of Leeds thug, Eddie 
Morrison. Short has described how fear was used 
to keep Column 88 members in line; and fear not 
of arrest for illegal actions but for their. souls if 
they were to speak out. 

Earlier this year Searchlight’s attention was 
drawn to a book by Francis Hitching, who lives 
in Bath. The book was a collection of Hitler’s 
sayings, and when we looked at Hitching’s other 
works we found he had written several books on 
Britain’s ancient history, the runic stones and what 
is often referred to as Earth Magic. 

In his book Earth Magic he published a map of 
the Primary Leys in Britain, something at the heart 
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of neo-Nazi Norse culture. An analysis of these 
Primary Leys revealed an interesting phenomenon: 
at several key points along these ley lines leading 
fascists have set up their bases of operation. 

Column 88 boss Leslie “Lutz” Vaughan lived 
along a ley line in the West Country. Greenslade’s 
abode outside Bury St. Edmunds is along the same 
ley line and West Mersea Island, the scene of at 
least two neo-Nazi camps in the past 12 years, lies 
on one of the minor ley lines. Predictably Colin 
Jordan set up his home at Patley Bridge in York- 
shire, the ancient Norse heart of the land. 

The photograph we reproduce above shows 
Front boss John Tyndall at West Mersea on the 
occasion of one of those wierd gatherings back 
in the 1960s, when he was leading the Nazi splinter 
group, the Greater Britain Movement. 
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NO Plugs for Nazis 





The “No Plugs for Nazi Thugs” campaign, whose 
launching was covered in last month’s Searchlight, 
has come in for predictable abuse from the Press. 
The campaign held a public meeting on 12 
September (which was chaired by Alan Sapper, 
General Secretary of the ACTT, and addressed by 
Dennis McShane, NUJ President, Peter Hain of the 
Anti Nazi League, playwright David Edgar and 
broadcaster Jonathon Dimbleby), and organised 
a picket of Broadcasting House two days later, 
during which a letter outlining the Campaign’s 
arguments was handed in to Ian Trethowan, 
Director-General of the BBC (a similar letter was 
sent to the Independent Broadcasting Authority). 

Following the meeting, the Campaign was 
attacked in the Sunday Telegraph, the Daily 
Telegraph, the Sunday Express, the Daily Express, 
the Sun, the Mirror and the Guardian. Bernard 
Levin of the Times used two of his three weekly 
columns to attack the Campaign, and Hugo Young 
of the Sunday Times described it ‘‘a forerunner of 
the forces of darkness’’. 

The irony was that the Press, while keen to 
attack the Campaign for “‘suppressing free speech”’, 
were extremely disinclined to give the Campaign’s 
spokespeople the freedom to put forward their 
arguments. No paper, for example, reported the 
speeches made at the public meeting, nor did any 
paper even summarise the arguments of the letter 
to Ian Trethowan. By dint of much lobbying, two 
papers (the Sunday Times and the Guardian) did 
run pieces by two organisers of the Campaign, but 
they were very much the exceptions. 

Perhaps the most obviously hypocritical stance 
was taken by the Times. On 15 September, the 
first of Levin’s anti-Campaign articles was printed 
(which contained a vicious personal attack on one 
of the speakers at the 12 September meeting). The 
following day, the Times printed a letter opposing 
the Campaign, and a smear story against the Anti 
Nazi League (ironically, in view of Levin’s assertion 
that the involvement of the National Front in 
racist violence was unproven, the same Times 
contained a report of three NF supporters being 
jailed for attacking a group of West Indians). And, 
two days later, the Times ran the second Levin 
piece attacking the Campaign, in which he wel- 
comed his own newspaper’s “exposure” of the 
involvement of the Socialist Workers’ Party in the 
Anti Nazi League (an involvement which is limited 
and has never been denied and therefore has little 
need of “exposure’’). 
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In view of the Time’s stance, and Levin’s own 
espousal of free speech for all, an attempt was 
made to get an article outlining the ‘“‘No Plugs” 
case into the paper. Despite the fact that the only 
pro-Anti Nazi League statement that appeared 
during this period was a letter from the League’s 
organisers rebutting the SWP smear story (and not 
mentioning the “No Plugs Campaign”), the article 
was turned down on the grounds that the matter 
had been fully aired in the correspondence columns! 

The fact of the Times’ bias against anti-fascists 
was further demonstrated a week later in its 
coverage of the 24 September ANL Carnival. 
Unaware, perhaps, that his story would appear 
directly underneath a story reporting the links 
between NF activities and the “appalling catalogue 
of violence” against Asians in the East End, Times 
reporter Trevor Fishlock attempted to smear the 
Carnival by a variety of techniques, of which 
the following passage provides a number of 
(emphasised) examples: 


“For the most part the crowd enjoyed a long trudge in 
the sunshine and a laze in the park, expressing, if their 
placards could be taken at face value, their detestation 
of racialism in general and the National Front in par- 
ticular. The tenor of the march, from Hyde Park to 
Brockwell Park in south London, was one of opposition: 
the key words on banners, badges, lips and posters were 
‘stop’, ‘smash’, ‘crush’, ‘stamp out’. The event was 
organised by the Anti Nazi League and what is called 
Rock Against Racism; and those, in a manner of a trawl, 
caught all kinds of curious fish.” 


The “tenor of opposition” point was amusingly 
disproved by the Times’s own photograph, which 
gave prominence to the highly positive ANL 
Schoolkids’ slogan “Fun, Freedom and a Future”. 
The clearly multi-racial composition of the march 
(again shown in the photograph) disproved the 
later implication that black people were “bemused” 
and uninvolved with the march. The transparency 
of the Times’s bias against the march does not, 
however, justify it. 

The press treatment of the Carnival, the ANL in 
general, and the “No Plugs Campaign” in particular, 
will be studied in a pamphlet that the Campaign is 
to produce shortly. The pamphlet will also outline 
the arguments for the “No Plugs” position, describe 
the precise legal position of the broadcasting 
authorities during general elections, and give 
evidence of the increasingly pro-racist bias of, 
particularly, the BBC since its “no neutrality on 
racialism”’ position was altered two years ago. 


WHAT THEIR 


PAPERS SAY 





What with one Nazi journal and another, this 
column has been somewhat lax recently in its 
coverage of the non-Nazi but quite nasty Free 
Nation, paper of the National Association for 
Freedom. This restraint on our part has not stop- 
ped the Free Nation having a good go as us, how- 
ever; in its 20 July issue, we are described as 
making ‘“‘a despicable and deceitful attempt to 
smear NAFF as a fascist and racist organisation”’, 
despite the NAFF’s “‘principal anti-fascist and anti- 
racist stance”’. 

Well, we don’t think the NAFF is Fascist, of 
course. On racism, however, we are not so sure, 
and would invite our gentle readers to join us on a 
quick jog through other recent Free Nations to 
check out our confusion on that point. Let us 
commence with a review, by Ralph Harris of the 
Institute of Economic Affairs, of the latest Powell 
collection of speechs, edited by Richard Ritchie, 
the young Tory firebrand whose presence on a 
racist demonstration with Monday Club and NF 
members was exposed in Searchlight No.18. 

Harris’s review (Free Nation 3 August) states 
that “anxiety about the number of immigrants 
— once mocked as the ‘numbers game’ — is not a 
pretext for racial hatred’’. Later, he remarks that 
‘it is no use well-meaning bishops, or others less 
excusably, taking refuge in the hope that the great 
majority of both immigrants and native population 
will learn to live together in tolerance or even 
mutual affection’. But it is another paragaph 
that is even more interesting than these obviously 
racist remarks (which confuse, as Powell tries to 
do, the effect of racial hatred with the cause of 
the demagogy that promotes it). Earlier, Harris 
pleads that “other non-socialists (including the 
social democratic jelly-fish)’’ be as “candid” as 
Powell ‘‘on taxation and welfare, as well as on 
immigration’. Harris then goes on to remark 
that “it is the conspiracy of silence by so many 
defenders of the free society that has enabled its 
enemies to have their way’’, and a little later refers 
to “‘fear of what might be called the Guardian- 
liberal-consensus-conspiracy”’. 

So Mr Harris believes that there is a “‘conspiracy”’ 
by some kind of “liberal consensus” to cover up 
the facts about a number of issues (like taxation, 
and, indeed, the Common Market, and in particular 
immigration). Now where have we heard that kind 
of argument before? 

And now let us pass quickly on to 31 August, 


finding an article by Sir Frank Taylor, Chairman of 

Taylor Woodrow, and the following paragraph: 
“There should be a policy to limit immigration into 
our country from new Commonwealth countries and, if 
necessary, the Conservative Party should consider a 
referendum on this important point. Many families of 
British stock have relations in the Old Commonwealth 
and, therefore, restrictions of immigration from the Old 
Commonwealth should be more lenient.” 


Now, let us look at that para closely, on the 
assumption (for, after all, he is Chairman of a 
major company) that Sir Frank is not pig ignorant, 
and therefore knows that he is incorrect in his 
implication that black immigration (dropping this 
crap about “new” and “old” commonwealth) 
was not considerably limited in 1962, severely cut 
back in 1965, further stringently reduced in 1968, 
and drastically curtailed in 1971. Sir Frank must, 
surely, know that since the 1971 act there has been 
no further new male immigration to speak of, 
and that the only immigration still allowed is of 
dependents of those already here and East African 
Asian British passport holders. 

Now, with that in mind, let’s move on to the 
second sentence. Sir Frank wants to allow White 
relations of British people to be admitted more 
leniently than black immigrants. Accepting, as he 
must, that to limit black immigration further 
means to stop wives and children of British Black 
people coming in, he is saying that White relatives 
(usually, of course, much more distant relatives) 
should be treated better than Black relatives. 
In other words, his proposal is quite simply to 
discriminate between British people on the grounds 
of their colour. 

End of jog. On the question of the NAFF’s 
racialism, m’lud, we beg to rest our case. 


Sir Frank’s nasty article is, in fact, the first of a 
series entitled ‘““The People’s Manifesto”. In the 
next slab of same, we find a piece by David Kelly 
(FN 14 September) which outlines a selection of 
amazing policies, including repealing the 1906 
Trade Disputes Act, which would abolish the right 
to strike, firming that up by removing the right to 
strike ‘‘from essential services (including ALL 
remaining state enterprises)”, and calling for 
“wildcat strikers’ to be instantly dismissed. 
(Amusingly, the NAFF gets very hot under the 
collar about people losing their livelihood for their 
political views; but only, apparently, when those 
views are expressed by refusing to join unions, not 
when they are expressed in taking industrial action). 

On law and order, Mr Kelly demands the restor- 
ation of the death penalty ‘“‘for ALL premeditated 
murder’ and demands the building of “new 
categories of harsh jails for persistent criminals 
with few privileges and hard labour’ and the 
introduction of “corporal punishment including 
mandatory floggings for certain categories of 
violent crime’’. 

Less luridly, but more interestingly, Mr Kelly 
calls for the abolition of ‘“‘all quangos, commissions, 
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tribunals etc”, and gives as his only example 
the Equal Opportunities Commission. Which is 
intriguing, because the EOC, according to the 
Free Nation itself (17 August) is not the largest 
quango, indeed it ranks sixth. Neither is the 
Commission for Racial Equality the biggest, 
though that is singled out for graphic treatment in 
the accompanying article. Now why are the Free 
Nation so particularly bothered by the Commissions 
that exist to promote racial and sexual equality? 


The NAFF’s claim to stand for freedom, without 
fear or favour, gets a knocking in the latest (13 
October) Free Nation. In fact, Brian Crozier, 
of the Institute for the Study of Conflict, is 
remarkably open in his article on the proposed 
Freedom of Information Act. Mr Crozier, admitting 
that “we are freedom lovers’’, asks the question 
“Can it be wrong to want to know everything a 
government does?” and answers it with a resounding 


Now, Mr Crozier would like more freedom of 
access to certain types of information — such as 
the low-down on quangos and other government 
bodies — which would aid his campaign for the 
roll-back of the Welfare State. What he is opposed 
to is increased public information about the 
security services, and he cites in support of his 
case the “catastrophic” results of the American 
Freedom of Information Act, which was passed to 
prevent a repeat of the authoritarian state tactics 
of the Nixon Administration. Mr Crozier doesn’t 
like this act at all, particularly because, as he 
reports, “the vetting procedures for entry into the 
Civil Service have been abandoned”’. 

So, Mr Crozier is opposed to a measure which 
prevents people from being victimized for their 
political views. Once again, the NAFF (which 
believes firmly that people shouldn’t be “victim- 
ized”’ for refusing to join trade unions) has been 
exposed out of its own mouth as being riddled 
with double-standards. 


The NAFF might not be keen on more freedom of 
information, but their journalism could certainly 
benefit from a little more of that precious com- 
modity. The aforementioned FN is in fact riddled 
with amusing examples of woeful ignorance. For 
example, the article by Mr Crozier is accompanied 
by a photograph of the defendants at the Official 
Secrets Trial which identifies Campbell as Aubrey, 
Aubrey as Berry and Berry as Campbell. 

Elsewhere, there is an article complaining about 
Arts Council funding of “far-left theatre groups” 
which claims that the latest set of plays published 
by Pluto Press are all “‘ultra-left’’. Which is strange 
as the article is accompanied by a reprint of the 
Pluto Press handout, which contains favourable 
press quotations by such subversive organs as The 
Times and The Daily Telegraph! (The same Free 
Nation carries a piece by David Alexander arguing 
that the only arts that the Arts Council should 
continue to finance are opera and ballet, which, of 
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course, are the most socially and economically 
exclusive and elitist of all the performed arts). 


Perhaps most interesting of all in the 13 October 
FN, however, is a back-page review of the latest 
Sam Peckinpah film, Convoy, which throws a 
strange light on the NAFF’s much-vaunted commit- 
ment to the Rule of Law (a principle which holds 
that even laws we dislike should be obeyed or 
democracy collapses). Which sorts ill with the 
reviewers unstinting praise for Convoy, which tells 
the story of a conspiracy by truck drivers to break 
the law, in this case what the FN reviewer describes 
as “‘the ridiculous 50mph speed limit”. This 
eulogising of illegal activity is characterised as 
“most politically sound’’, because, presumably, 
Peckinpah’s criminals are breaking a law of which 
the Free Nation disapproves. 

This view is confirmed by earlier references to 
the films Death Wish (described as possessing 
“intellectual perception and aesthetic achieve- 
ments’’) and Peckinpah’s own Straw Dogs (described 
as being “far sounder” than some of his other 
films). Now, few readers will need reminding that 
both Death Wish and Straw Dogs are hymns of 
praise to central characters who take the law into 
their own hands and murder large numbers of 
people. 


Finally, not alot from the Fascist press this month, 
but one or two interesting titbits nonetheless. The 
first is another sign of the increasing co-operation 
between the National Front and the openly Nazi 
League of St. George (for whose openly Naziness 
we refer readers to back issues of Searchlight). 
The League runs a sheet called the Ulster Sentinel 
which describes itself as “the revolutionary voice 
of Ulster Loyalism”. The July 1978 issue of same 
is not wildly interesting in itself, but the list of 
small ads at the back does have an intriguing 
entry. Yes, you’ve guessed it; there, amidst all the 
ads for Nazi journals like the American National 
Vanguard and The Crusader (“official organ of 
the knights of the Ku Klux Klan’’) is an ad for 
“YOUNG FRONT, the voice of nationalist youth 
in Britain today. Published in support of the 
YNF”’. 

Another ad in the Ulster Sentinel is for British 
News, erstwhile paper of the now-defunct British 
National Party, and now, as readers will remember, 
a supportive journal of the National Front. The 
September 1978 edition of the same reveals that 
an organisation called “Rock Against Communism”’ 
has been formed in response to the extraordinary 
success of Rock Against Racism. Sadly, unlike 
RAR, RAC appears to have only one group so 
far involved, to wit The Ventz, whose lead singer 
Alan Peace (sic) is interviewed by British News. 
Mr Peace objects strongly to groups “pushing 
homosexuality and all that trash” and hopes to 
release an anti-Communist record soon. So we 
can look forward to Mel Brooks’ spoof hit song 
Springtime for Hitler becoming a reality. 


What the NF 
Forgot to Mention 


Further to the Front’s Directorate elections, we 
mentioned in last month’s Searchlight how the 
Spearhead biography of one of the Directorate 
candidates had been less than totally frank about 
the small matter of his criminal conviction. The 
September Spearhead, which runs profiles of a 
further group of candidates, is also a bit reticent 
about some of its subjects. The biography of 
Kenneth McKilliam, for example, omits to mention 
his literary achievements: notably a viciously anti- 
Semitic pamphlet called Our Nation is Being 
Destroyed, and a pair of articles for the journal of 
the openly Nazi League of St. George. Similarly, 
the biography of Richard Verrall fails to mention 
his authorship of the notorious pamphlet Did Six 
Million Really Die, which claims that the Nazi 
death camps were invented by the Jews. 

But the really staggering omission occurs in the 
biography of George Wright of Yorkshire, who was 
recently convicted of going on a window-smashing 
spree in Bradford, attacking various Asian premises 
and the Community Relations Council. After this 
event, the Front claimed that Wright had been 
removed from all party office; and yet, here he 


Conservative 
Against NF 
Broadcasts 


In a letter to the Glasgow Herald on 2 October, 
Julius Collins, Prospective Parliamentary Candidate 
for Queens Park, took issue with BBC Director 
General Ian Trethowan’s rejection of a call for a 
ban on National Front election broadcasts.

TEACHERS 
HIT BACK 


The NF are reported to be continuing their cam- 
paign in schools in several parts of the country. 
Schools in Tunbridge Wells, Swansea, Leeds and 
Plymouth were among those affected. 

In Plymouth NF member Derek Merry said 
that they were aiming to counteract a pamphlet 
issued by the NUT which says there is no link 
between race and intelligence. Merry said that 
leafletting schools was “our way of furthering our 
racial gospel’’. 

The pamphlet, called Race, Education and 
Intelligence, was commissioned by the National 
Union of Teachers and written by Professor Steven 
Rose and Dr Ken Richardson, who. both work in 
the open university. It is being sent out to teachers 
all over the country to be used as a guide to 
answering all the myths about race and intelligence. 

Haringey Teachers Against the Nazis placed a 
special advertisement in the Tottenham Weekly 
Herald in the form of a petition against racialism 
signed by more than 800 teachers in the borough. 
In a press statement the teachers called on the 
council and the new chief education officer to 
support all teachers working to provide the best 
possible multi-racial education for all the young 
people in Haringey. 
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REWRITING 
HISTORY 


Inevitably ‘Richard Harwood’ has returned to his 
continuing obsession. Four years ago ‘Harwood’ 
wrote an unpleasant booklet Did six million really 
die, which denied that the Nazi Holocaust of the 
Jews ever took place. 

The pamphlet was an immediate success with 
those Nazi groups who are trying to rehabilitate 
the memory of Hitler. French, Spanish, Dutch 
and Swedish editions soon followed its English 
publication. ‘Harwood’s’ publishers, Historical 
Review Press, describe Did six million in their 
catalogue as a ‘‘worldwide best seller on the 
Holocaust myth, an easy-to-read, well illustrated 
magazine, ideal for mass distribution’’. 

‘Harwood’ was only a pseudonym. The author’s 
true identity has been a barely kept secret. Search- 
light has always maintained that ‘Richard Harwood’ 
is none other than Richard Verrall of the National 
Front’s Directorate and present editor of Spearhead 
(see for instance the article in last month’s Search- 
light). 

And now Historical Review Press are launching 
another work by ‘Harwood’; like its predecessor, 
this work too is produced in an “easy-to-read” 
style, and no doubt all contemporary Nazi groups 
will consider it “ideal for mass distribution’’. 

The new booklet Nuremberg and other war 
crimes trials: a new look provides the logical 
sequel to Did six million. If the Holocaust never 
happened and the Nazi crimes were just a figment 
of the imagination, then no top Nazi leaders should 
have been punished after the war. If there were no 
crimes committed, then the War Crimes Tribunals 
at Nuremberg must have been a charade. 

This is ‘Harwood’s’ grisly theme, occupying the 
sixty-nine pages of this latest pamphlet. 

‘Harwood’ starts with a tone designed to suggest 
reasonableness and even scholarship: “In this short 
volume, we hope to examine as thoroughly and 
objectively as possible the vexed subject of the 
trials of Nurnberg” (‘Harwood in his text, just 
as Verrall in his Spearhead articles, prefers the 
German spelling of the city: his publishers, con- 
scious of a potential ‘mass distribution’, use the 
English spelling on the cover). 

‘Harwood’s’ trick is to mix the apparently 
reasonable with the totally unreasonable, so that 
the two become indistinguishable. Those who 
know nothing of history, except what they have 
read from the likes of ‘Harwood’, will then be 
begulfed by this dizzying mixture. So will those 
Nazis who have never been able to reconcile 
themselves with the ghastly reality created by 
their creed. The conscience can be soothed, not 
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just by denying personal guilt, but more completely 
by denying that anything untoward ever occurred. 

And so ‘Harwood’ sets off on an apparently 
reasonable tack. 

Criticism of the Nuremburg Trials is nothing 
new. Even at the time, several leading figures had 
doubts about the procedures adopted and even in 
some cases the terms of reference of the trials. 
Some, who upheld the philosophy behind the 
trials, have also had later doubts about the efficacy 
of the proceedings. 

For instance Telford Taylor, who was on the 
American Prosecution team, agreed with the 
concept of an international tribunal to bring to 
justice politicians who perpetrate crimes against 
humanity. Subsequently, he has regretted that the 
same principle was not applied to the US govern- 
ment during the Vietnamese War. The failure of 
governments since 1945 to apply their spirit of the 
Nuremburg Trials to their own actions has made 
some critics doubt whether the trials were in fact 
a serious attempt to establish new standards of 
political morality. 

‘Harwood’s’ main concern, however, is not 
the establishment of international standards of 
morality. He might complain about the treatment 
of Germans by the Allies: ‘Brutality and torture 
were the order of the day” (p.1) and complain that 
Washington planned ‘‘a mass-murder of German 
civilians” (p.3); but the pattern of his arguments 
has a familiar ring to it. 

Every allegation of Allied brutality is treated as 
if it were established fact; every allegation of Nazi 
brutality, and much worse, is treated as fanciful 
fiction. 

According to ‘Harwood’ the “whole exter- 
mination story . . . (is) just another example of 
war-time propaganda” (p.11); and to prove the 
point he cites “Professor Butz’s masterpiece of 
research”’. Butz’s book, also published by Historical 
Review Press, goes over the same ground as Did six 


million in greater detail and between expensive 
hard covers. 

And all ‘Harwood’s’ arguments point towards 
the same conclusions drawn by Butz: as he develops 
his theme, ‘Harwood’ slowly drops his facade of 
reasonableness, replacing it with nothing less than 
the crudest of anti-Semitism. 

The anti-Semitic motifs are inserted gently at 
first. For instance on page 15 ‘Harwood’ gives brief 
biographical details of the Nuremberg prosecuting 
teams. David Maxwell-Fyfe, Deputy Chief Prose- 
cutor of the British team, is described as being 
“from a part-Jewish Scottish family”. 

By page 28, almost imperceptibly, ‘Harwood’ 
has slipped into second gear. There is a passing 
reference to ‘“‘the Jew Sir David Maxwell-Fyfe’’. 

But ‘Harwood’ still has further to go before his 
conclusion. On page 31 we learn that the SS colonel, 
Kurt Becher, who was Eichmann’s superior, was an 
active pro-Zionist who “carried out many helpful 
tasks for the Jewish community in Budapest”. 

On page 54, warming to his theme, ‘Harwood’ 
declared Eichmann himself to have been “‘a staunch 
Zionist . . . He first became converted to Zionism 
in 1935". 

And so to ‘Harwood’s’ conclusion. Why should 
‘staunch Zionists’ like Eichmann have ever been 
accused of crimes which were never committed? 
‘Harwood’s’ answer, after fifty-eight pages pre- 
paring the reader, is worthy of Hitler himself. 

Here he reveals what he calls ‘‘the hidden aspect 
of Nurnberg et al’. This is ‘“The all-important 
factor of Jewish representation among the prose- 
cutors” — hence the earlier references to Maxwell- 
Fyfe. 

The trials were dominated by Jews, according to 
‘Harwood’s’ increasingly obsessive imagination, 
although there were ‘“‘at Niirnberg all those stupid 
Goys who had to be pandered to”’. 

In his concluding paragraph, ‘Harwood’ suggests 
that the trials (and paranoia breaks into humour as 
‘Harwood’ makes the sickening pun “Trial By 
Jewry’) were ‘‘a cyncial, hypocritical demon- 
stration of revenge; revenge against the one move- 
ment which had dared to challenge the power of 
International Jewry”’. 

In plain simple language, ‘Harwood’ is saying the 
trials occurred because Hitler was right. 

Quite obviously, ‘Harwood’ makes use of all 
sorts of distortions and half-truths to support 
(or rather appear to support) his arguments. 
A detailed examination of all the omissions and 
twists would require a document as long as ‘Har- 
wood’s’: or in fact considerably longer, given that 
so much is left out for obvious reasons. 

But one example will suffice. ‘Harwood’ asserts 
that all the confessions by Nazis who had seen gas 
chambers in operation were obtained under duress. 
And so he dismisses testimony after testimony. 

However he never mentions Eichmann’s cross- 
examination, manifestly not conducted while the 
defendant was being tortured. 

Not only did Eichmann describe how Heydrich 


had told him in August 1941 that “the Fithrer has 
ordered the physical extermination of the Jews”; 
Eichmann also described in full horrifying detail 
visits he personally paid to the death camps at 
Treblinka and Kuhn. Even Eichmann was shocked 
at what he saw. 

If ‘Harwood’s’ work is having the effect of 
allowing Nazis, old and new, to rest easy with their 
consciences, it has also had one surprising result. In 
Nuremberg and other war crimes ‘Harwood’ wrote 
that Albert Speer, Hitler’s Minister of Armaments, 
“conceding the existence of the extermination 
programme, denied all knowledge of it during the 
war. Even today he still maintains this absurd 
position”. 

But this is no longer strictly accurate. ‘Harwood’ 
has overreached himself, as a recent article by Gitta 
Sereny in the Sunday Times Colour Magazine has 
made clear. Speer now admits his guilt. 

And the event which has forced Speer to face his 
conscience after years of evasion? A letter from the 
South African Jewish Board of Deputies asking for 
his assistance in a legal action against the publishers 
and distributors of ‘Harwood’s’ Did six million 
really die? 

According to Speer, “For this purpose, with 
these people, I wouldn’t ... I couldn’t . . . hedge”’. 

But facts are unlikely to divert ‘Harwood’ from 
his tasks (and no doubt there are funds available 
for him to continue with his ‘research’ activities). 
Pathological anti-Semitism has never been deflected 
by mere facts. 

And so we can expect new works from ‘Har- 
wood’ and his publishers. True to the style of 
Nuremberg the descent from rational facade 
to the crudest and vicious anti-Semitism will be 
maintained. 

The indications already exist. At the end of 
Nuremberg there is an advertisement for the latest 
Historical Review Press publication. “Hot off the 
presses!’’ proclaims the advertisement, introducing 
the world to The Six Million Reconsidered. It 
looks even easier-to-read than its two predecessors. 
In fact reading might hardly be necessary at all: 
“Photo chapters could easily be a book by them- 
selves, bringing together ever-so-telling portraits, 
astounding newspaper clippings and _ startling 
archive documents for the first time’. 

This work, the advertisement promises, will 
teach readers, inter alia, ““How the Talmud preaches 
mass extermination of Goys . . . How the ‘gas-oven’ 
fantasy dates back to Ancient times . . . How 
Marxism is really the Siamese twin of Judaism 
and the ‘Russian’ revolution was really a Jewish 
revolution” etc. and etc. 

And an authority like ‘Harwood’ naturally lends 
support to this newest addition to the depressingly 
long-list of anti-Semitic publications. “Once you’ve 
read this book, you’ll never be the same again”, 
declares ‘Harwood’, or his alter ego Richard Verrall. 

For once, maybe Harwood/Verrall has stumbled 
unwittingly on a truth: deep-seated disgust is not 
easily dispelled. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF 


FIVE RACISTS JAILED IN LEEDS 
Five men who attacked a black man after attending 
a National Front rally in Leeds were each jailed for 
three years. The five were part of a gang, some of 
whom were active supporters of the NF. They had 
been drinking all day and had actually been thrown 
out of one pub for singing National Front songs. 
The victim, a middle-aged West Indian man, was 
detained in hospital for two weeks after the 
attack, as the men had kicked him all over, jumping 
on his head as he lay on the ground. They were 
said to have shouted, “National Front, National 
Front” and “‘black bastard” while they did it. 

Mr Micheal Harrison, who was prosecuting, said 
that the attack was “purely racist”’. 





“EVIL THUGGERY OF THE NAZIS” 

In London Judge King-Hamilton QC told two 
youths convicted for attacking a Pakistani man 
that, “These so-called bashing expeditions smack 
of the evil thuggery of the Nazis and no court will 
look on offenders with any sympathy”. The two 
youths, both 17 years old were each given six 
month jail sentences suspended for two years, 
fined £100 and ordered to pay up to £125 costs 
each. 


NF AGENT FINED 

A former NF agent was fined £100 at Brighton. 
He admitted. assaulting two Anti Nazi League 
members after a council by-election in May. 


ELECTION FORGERY — NF MEMBERS FINED 


Three men were each fined £100 in two separate 
cases of forgery of local government election 
nomination papers for National Front candidates 
in Leeds. 


NF BRANCH LEADER ARRESTED 

One of the leaders of the Hemel Hempstead NF 
branch was arrested outside the Town Hall and 
charged with conduct likely to cause a breach of 
the peace. Nearly 30 NF demonstrators turned up 
to disrupt a meeting where the town’s MP Robin 
Corbett was talking to people about building a 
multi-racial society in Britain. 


“MARTYR’ RELF IN COURT 


Robert Relf is up for trial again in a Crown Court 
on charges of inciting racial hatred. Three other 
men, Michael Coles, Leslie Parsons and Edward 
Kingham all from Leamington, along with Relf 
face a collection of charges, including alleged 
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criminal damage (painting slogans on walls and 
a bridge), causing breach of the peace and distri- 
buting “abusive and insulting’. racist leaflets. 
During the committal hearing Relf was warned by 
the judge that he would be excluded from the court 
after he called someone an “‘odious communist”’. 


BIG RESPONSE TO DESECRATED CHURCH 
APPEAL 

There has. been a very encouraging response to the 
Solidarity Fund launched in Sheffield to help pay 
for the repair of the church that was vandalised 
and painted with NF slogans in September. 

The church had recently been taken over by the 
New Testament Church of God, and was used by 
black and white communities without any trouble. 
One of the church workers who found the damage 
said, ‘‘We just broke down and cried when we saw 
the state of it. I still find it difficult to understand 
how any human being could do such a thing”. 
The organ was smashed, windows were broken, 
swastikas and the letters NF were sprayed on the 
walls and obscene words had been scrawled on 
paintings. The cost of the damage was estimated 
at thousands of pounds. 

Money and offers of help started coming in 
immediately, and one building firm offered to 
provide all the materials needed to redecorate the 
church. Dr John Vincent, a Methodist minister 
who is in charge of the fund said he was overjoyed 
at the response. He renewed his appeal for donations 
to be sent to the Grimesthorpe New Testament 
Church Solidarity Fund, 210 Abbeyfield Rd, 
Sheffield S4 7AZ. 


COUNCIL RESPONDS TO ANL WOMEN 
Middlesbrough Council arranged for NF slogans to 
be removed from walls in the town as a result of 
pressure from women members of the Anti Nazi 
League. The women intended to remove the slogans 
themselves and contacted a councillor to ask if the 
council would provide the materials. The councillor 
then referred the matter to the environmental 
committee, who arranged to remove the slogans as 
quickly as possible. 


LUTON COUNCILLORS BACK ENQUIRY 
DEMAND 

A 14 year old boy was arrested as he stood outside 
Luton Town Hall with about 70 other demon- 
strators protesting at the NF meeting inside the 
Assembly room. The boy’s father went immediately 
to the police station where he was made to wait 
40 minutes before seeing his son and he was not 
allowed to use the telephone to call a solicitor. 
Two councillors who had been standing near the 
boy said that they had not heard him say anything 
which amounted to “insulting behaviour’ as the 
police alleged. They agreed to support the boy and 
his father in their demand for an inquiry into the 
incident. 


NO PLATFORM IN HACKNEY 


The NF have been condemned by the council in 
Hackney since they moved their headquarters into 
the area recently. The council voted unanimously 
to give “‘no platform to fascists” and the council 
leader said, “‘Our message to the Front is to keep 
out of the borough”’. 


KIDWELLY COUNCIL BANS FRONT 


Kidwelly Town Community Council in Wales 
decided to ban the Front from using the new 
community centre for meetings. There was no 
opposition to the idea of the ban when it was 
proposed. 

Rhondda Borough Council also voted not to 
allow the Front use of public buildings. 


MIDLOTHIAN COUNCIL CONDEMNS RACISM 


In Scotland, members of Midlothian Council voted 
to support a resolution against racialism which 
was sent to them in a letter from the Women’s 
Advisory Committee of the Scottish Trades Union 
Congress General Council. The resolution stated, 
“This conference of trade union women is totally 
opposed to the fascist ideas and actions of organi- 
sations like the National Front” and called for 
government legislation to prohibit “the public 
expression of such racist poison’’. 


TORY COUNCILLORS WON'T TALK TO ANTI- 
RACIST COMMITTEE 


A Tory councillor turned down an invitation to 
speak to the All Lewisham Campaign Against 
Racism and Fascism recently. Coun. Alan Humble, 
deputy opposition leader of the council, said he 
was tempted to use the opportunity to tell members 
of ALCARAF that many people in Lewisham 
feared some of them as much as, if not more than, 
members of the NF. 

But a report investigating what happened at the 
NF march through Lewisham last August does not 
put the blame for the violence on the anti-NF 
demonstrators. Instead it strongly criticises the 
police for the way they handled the demonstrations. 

The report was initiated by Lewisham Council 
after Merlyn Rees decided against holding a public 
inquiry. It is based on eye-witness accounts of 
people taking part, with statements from on- 
lookers and film and pictures from press and 
individuals. Council leader Andy Hawkins said that 
the report widely supports those who demanded a 
ban on the NF march, which included church 
leaders, community people and councillors. Mr 
Hawkins said that as a result of the fighting and 
the way the police behaved, much of the good 
work done over the years by community relations 
workers was wrecked. 

The report does not make any recommendations 
but it is hoped that it will be of some value to 
other local authorities with the prospect of similar 
marches and counter demonstrations. 


Sir Michael 
Swann Regrets 


The BBC have now admitted that they gave too 
much time to David Duke, the leading Ku Klux 
Klan member from USA, when he was interviewed 
on television during his visit to Britain in March 
this year. The admission came as a result of a 
complaint from the Camden Committee for 
Community Relations, after Duke was interviewed 
on BBC 1’s Tonight programme. They described 
the interview as a ‘grave error of judgement” and 
said that the producers must have known before- 
hand that Duke was a “fanatical extremist” who 
should not have been given any prominence by 
the media. 

In reply, Sir Michael Swann, who chairs the 
BBC governors, said that although he believed 
Duke was challenged ‘“‘convincingly” by the 
interviewer, and could not be seen to claim any 
support from people in this country, “neverthe- 
less, there remains in the minds of our editors a 
feeling that Mr Duke’s visit was an event on which 
they need not have expended much effort. In 
retrospect, it is generally agreed that although 
Mr Duke was properly examined on his views, 
neither the man nor his opinions merited more 
than a passing reference in news or current affairs 
programmes”. 

The BBC line is that racial prejudice is a subject 
which exposure can show in its true light, and 
that people with racist views are always treated 
differently than those who condemn racism. 

But this does not excuse the BBC for their 
treatment of Duke, who was certainly allowed to 
say his piece calmly and with confidence. The BBC 
have to admit that their idea of “exposing racism 
in its true light” by what are meant to be carefully 
planned interviews, very often amounts to giving a 
clever and experienced opportunist useful publicity 
because the interviewer is not sufficiently prepared. 
One example of this is the Martin Webster inter- 
view by Ludovic Kennedy in February this year 
(Searchlight 32). 

The producers of the Tonight programme in 
which Duke was interviewed cannot say that they 
did not know about the KKK, since it has a long 
and violent history in USA and still exists. The 
vague regret expressed by Sir Michael in his reply 
to Camden CCR does not explain why they chose 
to give him such publicity, nor does it recognise 
that such publicity can only encourage the violently 
racist people in our society and frighten thousands 
of others who are already having to cope with 
everyday racism. 

As one of the CCR officers said afterwards, 
“T think our complaint was worthwhile and one 
only hopes that the BBC will think more carefully 
about this sort of issue in future”’. 
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
